JUNEAU, Alaska, April 5&—Capture of Klu Tok, an indiai who has 
killed four white men and nearly a score of his own clan during a nine-~ 
year reign of terror over the Upper: Nushagak river valley in Soutth- 
western Alaska, was a question before the Alaska legislature. 

Frank G. Waskey, first delegate from Alaska to congress, en route 
to the United States, has requested the legislature to appropriate a suf 
ficlent fund for the apprehension of the killer. 

Several weeks ago the United States department of justice posted 
$500 reward for the capture, dead or alive, of the fugitive but he is still 


at large, 


Klu Tok has evaded the law for nine years. During that time trap- 
pers of the region who have tried to capture him have been disappointed 
or have been found dead. Winter halted search by a federal posse last 
year and the hunt was postponed until this spring. 

Klu Yok, whe is 36 years old, was said to have started his regin of 
terror after his squaw was killed by an unknown white man who fled 
the country. Officials said the death of bis wife left the Indian crazed 
with a desire for revenge. Kiu Tok was captured by three trappers in 


1927 but escaped a few hours later. 


While two of the trappers left for 


supplies the Indian murdered his lone guard and fled. He ls known to 
have a 30-30 rifle but uses a bow and arrow for hunting purposes, He

HANKOW, China, April 5.—Na- 
tionalist occupation of Hankow was 
imminent today as Wuhan troops de- 
fending it refused to fight their bro- 
ther Chinese from Nanking, and in- 
stead fraternized with them, 

The Wuhan generals had drawn 
their lines well about the city and 
were prepared to defend it, but when 
they gave the order to fight their sol- 
diers chose instead to forget their dif- 


ferences with the Nanking troops and 
made friends. 
The garrison commanders hastily 


evacuated their headquarters and fled 
leaving the way open into Hankow for 


President Chiang Kai-Shek and hi 
troops 

This circumstance brought pro- 
found relief to Hankow, where the 


panic-stricken inhabitants had taken 
refuge in the foreign concessions 
Chinese officials from the British con- 
cession area appealed to the British 
rear admiral Tweedie for assistance fl 
keeping order, as they feared looting 
by the disorganized Wuhanesc, 
General Goes Over 
Wuhan armies, led by chiefs of 

Kwangsi military group, collapsed be- 


fore they had even begun to defend 
Hankow, and are retiring all along 
the line, Martial law has been de- 


clared in the city 

The final disaster for the Kwangsi 
armies came when the Cantonese gen- 
eral commanding the seventh Wuhar 
division went over to the Nanking 
cause and icft a gan in the Kwangsi 
line through which the government 
forees were pounding 

Nanking troops are expected specdi- 
ly to reach Hankow, as the whole

J. BARTHOLOMEW WATKINS 
is an actor of the old school. He 
has had his fling as a star on 
Broadway. His present path leads 
down the other side of the hill. 
He is receiving a weekly wage of 


$40, while with a repertoire com- 
pany. In a certain play he has 


but one line to read, And that js 
off-stage! But J. Bartholomew 
has sweet memories—and fond 


hopes! 


dignity which he might have borrow- 
ed from kingly roles which he had 
played, and played with deep convic- 
tion, in years gone by. 

J. Bartholomew Watkins, as a mal- 


ter of fact, had not always strolled 


the byways of the country in cheap | 


and tawdry repertoire. There had been 
a time when he had triumphed in 
Manhattan and when, night § after 
night, he had foregathered and held 
late wassai] wile other great ones of 
the stage at Considine’s near Broad- 
way and Forty-second street. 

But he had wassail altogether too 
much in the days of his greatness with 
the result that he had gained the 
reputation, among theatrical produc- 
ers, of being unreliable. His climb to 
celebrity had been long and tedious 
but his fall had been comparaticely 
sudden and precipitous. And now, 
with old age upon him, he was getting 
forty dollars a week. He held his in- 


significant job partly because there 
were moments when his acting in 
certain character roles would throw 


a giimmer of genius over an entire 
performance. But mostly it was be- 
cause he and Junius Burns, the pro- 
prietor of the Manhattan Repertoire 
company, had been friends for fifteen 
years and because they liked to drink 
gin together and regale each other 
with tales of what they might have 
become if—well, what they might 
have become if they had become what 
they might have become 
A Failure 

There was no one who knew any 
better than J, Bartholomew Watkins 
just how much of a failure he had 
made of the profession of life. For 
forty-two years he had been on the 
stage and, in the course of that time, 
he had portrayed innumerable parts 
There were a hnudred plays which he 
could recite, line for line, and yet 
there he was, standing in the wings 


| of a stage in a hick town hall, waiting 
to act the ghostly and tenuous role | 


of an invisible voice. 

The rather curious thought came 
to him, perhaps out of an unconscious 
and pathetic effort at self-justifica- 
tion, that even the tiny bit he was 
doing in the play was essential to the 
unfolding of the drama, It was as 
much a part of the fabric of the play 
as any other line ja the piece. 

He dismissed that idea impatiently, 
however, because he did not care to 
mitigate his failure. He was A Voice 
Off-Stage, in the play; that was just 
about what he had become in the 
drama of life. 

He has had his opportunities and 
he had thrown them away and that 
was all there was to that. But it 
would be all right as long as he could 
hold on to his §$40-a-week job
